“I look forward to
collaborating with Governor
Warner, President Bush, and my
former colleaguesin Congressto
promote a responsible, national
stewardship of the Chesapeake
Bay. Here in Maryland, | will
continueworkingwith legidators,

farmers, watermen, and conser-
vationists to restore the oyster
population, increase Bay grasses,
and reduce harmful nutrients en-
tering the Bay.”

Governor Ehrlich will lever-
agehisrdationshipsin Washing-
ton, D.C. to secure federa sup-
port for the Chesapeake Bay. As
a Member of Congress in 2001,
Ehrlich co-authored legidation
authorizing $660 million to up-
grade Bay-areawastewater treat-
ment plants, which are the pri-
mary nitrogen pollutants of the
Chesapeake Bay.

“It is appropriate that the Bay
statesjoin together in this collec-
tive effort to make the Chesa-
peake Bay a nationa priority,”
said Governor Warner. “Our fed-
eral government is the financia
patron of theworld' slargest eco-
system restoration effort in the
Florida Everglades.

Land preservation criteria change

Demonstrating his commit-
ment to restoring the Chesapeake
Bay with science-based policy
initiatives, Governor Robert L.
Ehrlich, Jr., recently announced
anew focusin land conservation
and preservation based on itsrel-
evanceto protecting and preserv-
ing the Chesapeake Bay.

The criteria used to evaluate
the State’s land preservation
purchases will be expanded to
now include a comprehensive
set of ecological indicators.
Land will beidentified and pri-
oritized for purchase based on
the application of these guide-
lines.

Given Maryland’ scurrent fis-
cal realities along with broad

public support for the state’'s
land conservation programs, the
new policy will ensure the land
most critical to the Chesapeake
Bay restoration ispreserved and

The 64,000-square-mile
Chesapeake Bay watershed is
home to more than 16 million
people and 3,600 animal species.

It
will, in effect, ensure
Maryland’s land preservation
efforts are maximized with the
funding provided. The new cri-
teria will be used to evaluate
purchases through the Program
Open Space, Rura Legacy and
GreenPrint programs.
